Stage's Pond 
Fund Drive 
Plans Mapped 


The Ways and Means Committee of 
the Pickaway County Garden Club met 
at the home of Mrs. Ted Huston, 235 
Marshall Road, to map plans for fund 
drive to save Stage’s Pond. 


Miss Miriam E. Weaver, has been 
named general chairman of the drive. 
Contributions are tax exempt.

Stage’s Pond is a kettle pond. It is a 
legacy of the last glacier (circa 14,000 
years ago) and one of the few 
remaining ketUe ponds in the state. 
Its location, just 20 miles south of 
Columbus between the cities of Ash­ 
ville and Circleville, makes it easily 
accessible from any point in Ohio. 
This natural pond is surrounded by a 
fringe of willow and cottonwood trees. 
It has been visited by Ornithologists 
for decades for the wealth of water 
birds to be found within its boundaries. 
For centuries migratory birds have 
sought out this inland Haven as a stop­ 
over along their north-south flyway. 
The adjoining woods provide shelter 
for much wildlife. Hie majority of the 
hardwood trees are walnut, oak, and 
hickorynut, thus providing food for 
much of the wildlife present. 


A 24-inch tile drains the pond’s water 
inch by inch into the Scioto River. 
Human activity such as farming and 
lumbering disturbs the wildlife. 
Nature Conservancy has had this 
well-known kettle pond on its list since 
1913. Through the efforts of The 
Pickaway County Garden Club and 
Nature Conservancy, an option has 
been obtained from the present owner 
Mr. and Mrs. David Hedges for the 
purchase of the greater portion of the 
pond and all of the area surrounding it 
necessary for the restoration to its 
original natural beauty. 
The value of Stage's Pond as a 
Nature Sanctuary has been approved 
by The Columbus Region of Garden 
Clubs of Ohio, Wheaton Club, Audubon 
Society, and The South-Central Ohio 
Preservation Society. 
At least $20,000.00 in private funds is 
needed to exercise the option. This 
money must be obtained through 
donations from both organizations and 
individuals. 
If the fund drive is successful!, 
matching funds will be provided by 
governmental agencies. The area will 
be given to the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources for development as 
a natural preserve. 
Board walks and nature trails will be 
built in the area. 
It will not be developed as a park. 
Gasoline Prices 
To Go Up Friday 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gasoline 
prices are going up, probably Friday, 
but the cost of beef may be headed 
down. 
And, say officials of the Cost of 
Living Council, a plan by the Postal 
Service to raise its rates may be 
challenged. 
The price rise for gasoline, heating 
oil and diesel fuel comes in the wake of 
pressure on the council from both 
retailers and the White House. 
“We have committed ourselves to 
increasing prices and we’ll do so 
toward the end of the week,’’ council 
Director John T. Dunlop told newsmen 
Wednesday. 
A source said the increase will be at 
least one cent a gallon and possibly 
two. Dunlop said the council may 
challenge another price increase, the 
proposed two-cent hike in first class 
mail. 
Dunlop said the council is con­ 
sidering holding public hearings on the 
increase, but added that in any event, 
“we have determined we are going to 
take a good close look at it.’’ 


Dunlop said he is concerned about 
the impact of the increase on the 
consumer and also on the publishing 
business, much of which relies on dis­ 
tribution by mail. 


Dunlop had good news for con­ 
sumers on beef prices. He said prices 
at the superm arket should start 
declining within a few weeks. 


He said wholesale cattle prices have 
plummeted 32 per cent from a high of 
$56.75 per hundredweight on Aug. 14 to 
$38.50 this week, a development that he 
said “from a consumer’s point of view 
is delightful.’’ 
But he said not all of the decrease 
will reach the retail level because 
wholesalers who previously had to 
absorb some increased costs during 
the period of the beef price ceilings will 
now recover these costs. 
The increase in gasoline prices that 
will come on Friday, or Saturday at 
the latest, will mark a major retreat 
for the council in the face of pressure 
from gasoline retailers and the White 
House. 


Agnew Jury Eyes 
Political Corruption 


BALTIMORE, Md. < AF) - A special 
federal grand jury today began 
hearing evidence allegedly involving 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew in a 
widespread tangle of political cor­ 
ruption. 
Only an eleventh-hour effort by 
Agnew’s lawyers to seek an injunction 
against the inquiry could have stopped 
the unprecedented investigation of al­ 
leged wrongdoing by a vice president 
of the United States. That effort never 
materialized. 
The 
possibility 
still 
existed, 
however, that Agnew’s lawyers might 
try to stop the legal process at some 
future point, but possibly not until all 
the evidence is heard. Then, should 
that evidence point to an indictment, 
the lawyers might go to court to argue 
that a vice president cannot be in­ 
dicted until he is impeached. 
The panel is scheduled to begin 
receiving secret testimony on bribery, 
extortion, tax evasion and conspiracy 
charges which Agnew has branded as 
“damned lies.’’ 
The allegations center on kickbacks 
from contractors in the 1960s, when 
Agnew was chief 
executive 
of 
Baltimore County and then governor of 
Maryland 
There have been published reports, 
all denied, that Agnew also received 
illegal cash after he took office as vice 
president in 1969. 
Agnew’s attorneys huddled Wed­ 
nesday to assess their client’s position 
after Speaker Carl Albert, noting the 
matter was “before the courts,” re­ 
jected Agnew’s appeal for the House of 
Representatives to take over the in­ 
vestigation. 
Agnew’s lawyers declined to tip their 
legal hand. However, a courthouse 
source close to the case said Agnew 
can move two ways to block the grand 
jury graft probe. 
—Seek an immediate temporary 
injunction 
to 
prevent 
federal 
prosecutors from presenting evidence. 
—Wait until the jury hears all wit­ 
nesses and then try to stop any in­ 
dictment on grounds the Constitution 
forbids such criminal action against an 
incumbent vice president. 
Any legal blocking effort would have 
to be decided by U.S. Dist. Court Judge 
Walter Hoffman of Norfolk, Va. He 
was named to handle the Agnew phase 
of the investigation after all nine 
federal 
judges 
in 
M aryland 
disqualified themselves because of 
their friendship or former business 
relationship with the vice president 
It is expected that any hearing on an 
injunction would also consider the 
constitutionality of indicting a vice 
president. 
Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson 
hasn’t decided 
this question, an­ 
nouncing only that the grand jury will 
be used, for the time being, “as an in­ 
vestigative body.” 
It has, though, already indicted one 
Maryland official, N. Dale Anderson, 
who succeeded Agnew as Baltimore 
County executive when Agnew was 
elected governor in 1966. Anderson has 
pleaded innocent to 39 counts of 
bribery, extortion and conspiracy and 
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has branded the charges a result of 
“coerced and perjured testimony.” 
It is Agnew's view, which Albert 
declined to accept “at this time,” that 
a House investigation is the proper 
form — not the grand jury. 
He feels that even if the House in­ 
vestigation 
would 
lead 
to 
im ­ 
peachment proceedings he would be 
vindicated. 
Senate 
Republican leader Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania urged the 
speaker to reconsider his refusal on 
grounds that only in the House could 
Agnew 
“ receive 
an 
im partial 
hearing." 
Chairman Ray J. Madden, D-lnd., of 
the House Rules Committee, sup­ 
porting Albert, said Agnew’s request is 
“preposterous ... obviously a legal 


maneuver. 
But Rep. Paul Findley, R-IU., in­ 
troduced a resolution Wednesday for a 
special com m ittee to determ ine 
whether impeachment should be 
launched. Findley questioned what 
would hap|H’n should the presidency 
suddenly become vacant: 
“Could the vice president assume 
the incredibly heavy burden of the 
presidency in the midst of his own 
criminal trial? We are faced with the 
absurd possibility that the vice presi­ 
dent might be called to administer the 
nation from his jail cell.” 
Meantime, the question of Agnew’s 
possible resignation cropped up again 
— reportedly when he discussed the 
case with President Nixon Tuesday 
morning at the White House — but the 


Vice President denied it was men­ 
tioned. 
“The President and I have not 
discussed that possibility,’’ Agnew told 
newsmen in Washington after learning 
that a Nixon spokesman had circulated 
such a story. “I want to make it clear I 
am not thinking of resigning.” 
Agnew also denied recent news 
stories that lie and his attorneys had 
engaged 
in 
unsuccessful 
plea 
bargaining with Justice Department 
lawyers, including Richardson. 
These reports alleged the vice 
president had offered to resign if 
pending criminal charges were either 
dismissed or reduced. 
"At no time have either I or my 
attorneys 
initiated 
any 
plea 
bargaining,” Agnew said.

Detweiler declined to comment on 
the terms of the agreement, and 
Heavy Rains 
Hit Texas; 
Some Floods

Heavy 
thunderstorm s 
dumped 
torrential rains on parts of south- 
central Texas today as storms and 
flooding diminished in the central 
Plains. 


More than 6 inches of rain swamped 
the l^acoste area southwest of San 
Antonio during the night, causing some 
flooding. San Antonio was soaked with 
6.3 inches of ram. Austin, Tex., got 4.4 
inches and Cotulla, Tex., collected 2.32 
inches in one hour. 
Other heavy storms dumped rain 
around and to the south of Dallas, 
where flash-flood warnings were 
issued. Dallas was splashed with 1.5 
inches and Killeen, Tex., with 1.2 in­ 
ches. 


The storms were triggered by a cold 
front 
extending 
from 
eastern 
Oklahoma 
and 
Kansas, 
across 
Missouri, Iowa and Illinois into Upper 
Michigan. 


Light rain also sprinkled the western 
two-thirds of Kansas, and other 
thunderstorms crackled over the Gulf 
Coast states. 
Rainfall was nearly 2 inches at 
Cocoa Beach, Fla., 1.6 at Tulsa, Okla., 
and 1.5 at McAlester, Okla.

The commission had considered the 
matter Tuesday, and was to resume its 
hearing Oct. 4. 
Attorneys for both sides had met into 
the early morning Wednesday, but 
adjourned with no progress reported. 
The CW A summoned newsmen two 
weeks ago, apparently to announce a 
settlement, then said a “last minute 
hitch” had caused a change in plans. 
General Telephone complained the 
union had renigged on the Sept. 9 
“handshake agreement” and blamed 
the alleged turnabout on CWA inter­ 
national officials. 
General Telephone took the matter 
to the National Labor Relations Board. 
A company spokesman said the firm 
was standing by that agreement and 
would make no new offers. 
The 2,800 strikers walked off their 
jobs July 16, reportedly in a demand 
for higher wages. 
The firm reported it was constantly 
harassed by vandals during the course 
of the strike. At last count, General 
Telephone said, damages had passed 
the $1 million mark. 
The strike has affected General 
Telephone service to customers in 70 
Ohio counties. 
Several times, whole communities 
were without long distance or other 
service as supervisors tried to repair 
sliced cables. 
The two sides met several times with 
a federal mediator, Howard Hughes, 
but seldom reported any progress. 
The union reportedly demanded a IO 
per cent hike in pay, while the firm 
held to a 7 per cent increase offer. 
Ixical officials in areas served by 
General Telephone went to the Public

providing its customers with adequate 
service. 
The CWA complained earlier that a 
request for a rate increase by General 
Telephone should be rejected because 
the firm wasn’t providing adequate 
service. 
Buchanan Hits Double Standard On Tricks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presidential 
speech writer Patrick J. Buchanan has 
suggested that Democrats are using a 
double standard when they deplore the 
use of paid spies by President Nixon’s 
1972 campaign. 
He noted that author Joe McGinnis 
gained the confidence of Nixon 
workers in 1968 and later wrote an anti- 
Nixon bestseller, “The Selling of the 
President 1968.” 
“This sort of thing was praised and 
applauded and cheered until it was 
done by Republicans against Demo­ 
crats,” Buchanan said, his voice rising 
to a near-shout. 
The incident stood out Wednesday as 
the Senate W atergate committee 
turned 
its 
attention 
from 
the 


Watergate bugging and cover-up, and 
began wrestling with the question of 
whether certain campaign tactics are 
fair or foul 
Hearings are recessed until next 
Tuesday. 
When the hearings resume, they will 
not be televised live. The three major 
networks announced Wednesday the 
termination of their agreement for 
each network to broadcast the 
hearings each third day. 
Buchanan was questioned by Sen 
Joseph M. Montoya, D-N.M., about the 
agents paid by the Nixon campaign to 
gather information about Democrats 
“Do you think that these were 
ethical?” Montoya asked. 


“ ... do you think it was ethical for 
Joe McGinnis to pose as a reporter and 
come into our campaign in 1968, fob 
himself off as an aide, steal my memo­ 
randa and publish them in a best­ 
selling book that was hailed in the 
Washington Post?” 
Buchanan defended a number of 
campaign methods which he used or 
suggested in memoranda. 


In one of his memos he suggested 
that if Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley were ousted from the 1972 
Democratic national convention by 
Sen. George M cGovern’s forces, 
bearded Nixon volunteers should taunt 
the mayor with placards saying, 
“ Daley’s 
through 
in 
72. 
Vote 


McGovern.” 
“Do you think that was proper and 
ethical?” asked Montoya. 
Buchanan said: “I don’t think this is 
unethical ... It’s not improper.” 
“Well, then it’s not proper, then,” 
said Montoya. 
"No, the two are not the same,” 
Buchanan replied. 
“I think that’s in the area of 
pranks,” he said. 
Buchanan said he thought he was 
acting properly when he wrote letters 
on campaign issues which other people 
signed and sent to newspaper editors. 
This was no different than ghost­ 
writing a speech, he said. 
Similarly, he defended the use of 


“ attack ” 
advertisem ents, 
used 
against McGovern, which were written 
by Nixon campaign workers but which 
were signed by “ Democrats for 
Nixon,” an organization financed 
largely with Nixon campaign funds. 
The W atergate break-m itself, 
Buchanan said, was a crime “which I 
considered wrong, but not grievously 
wrong.” The Republican party wasn’t 
responsible for it, he said, just the in­ 
dividuals involved. 
Short of such outright criminal 
activity, he said, there are a whole 
range of campaign tactics that fall into 
four categories: things utterly out­ 
rageous, dirty tricks, political hard­ 
balls and pranks.

Violent 
Crimes 
Increase 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Violent 
crimes increased and property crimes 
decreased during the first half of this 
year, the FBI has reported. 
The violent crime rate climbed 4 per 
cent over the same period last year, 
said the agency’s six-month report of 
uniform crim e statistics released 
Wednesday. 
The FBI said this rise included a 9 
per cent increase in the murder rate 
and increases of smaller percentages 
for rape, robbery and aggravated as­ 
sault. Murder was up by 17 per cent in 
rural 
areas and 
8 per 
cent 
in 
metropolitan areas, with the exception 
of cities of more than a million people, 
where murder was up 12 per cent. 
Crimes against property, including 
auto theft, burglary and larceny, were 
down 2 per cent nationwide, said the 
FBI. 
Since there are substantially more 
property crim es com m itted than 
violent crimes, the 2 per cent decrease 
in property crimes offset the 4 per cent 
increase in violent crimes, yielding a 
total, nationwide decrease in the crime 
rate of I per cent, the agency said. 
Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson said 
that despite the increase in violent 
crime, “I am encouraged to see that 
the statistics continue to show a 
levelling-off of the great increase in 
crime that occurred during the 1960s.” 
Richardson has criticized the FBI 
crime reporting system as an inac­ 
curate and incomplete measurement. 
The statistics are based on figures 
submitted by more than 5,000 state and 
local police agencies and are only as 
accurate, critics contend, 
as the 
reporting methods of the police 
agencies involved. 


Direct Election 
Of President Eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
was to learn today whether the Nixon 
administration still supports a con­ 
stitutional amendment to provide for 
direct election of the president by 
popular vote. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert G. Dixon, 
testifying for the administration, was 
among the witnesses slated to be heard 
by a Senate Judiciary subcommittee 
during its second day of hearings on 
the measure. 
President Nixon endorsed the 
proposed amendment after its House 
approval by a 339-70 vote in 1969. But 
Senate sources said they are not sure 
whether that support still stands.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan will ask the General 
Assembly to enact campaign spending 
limits to replace an existing law that 
lets a candidate receive unlimited 
support from other individuals or 
committees. 
He has not disclosed the details, but 
has said the bill will be presented to the 
General Assembly Oct. 22 when it con­ 
venes in special session. Gilligan 
called the special session for action on 
campaign and election reforms that 
could go into effect prior to the 1974 
elections. 
Robert Tenenbaum. the governor’s 
press secretary, said the governor still 
is studying spending limits and other 
aspects of the bill, but that the idea of 
public financing of campaigns will not 
be included. “That has not been 
discussed," he said. 
The administration apparently has 
abandoned as unworkable a bill of­ 
fered during the regular session last 
April by Rep Don Maddox, I>-90 I Lan­ 
caster, to fix spending limits for the 
various offices. 
That measure, which had ad­ 
ministration support initially but 
never got out of the House State 
Government Committee, would set a 
limit of 15 cents per voter, based on the 
votes cast in the last gubernatorial 
election, for the offices of governor, 
U.S. Senator, congressman, and state 
legislator. 
It sets a limit on candidates for 
auditor.

governor, 
treasurer, and secretary of state of one 
and one-half times the amount of the 
annual salary of the office sought. The 
lim it would apply separately to 
primary and general elections. 
The present law sets these limits on 
the amount a candidate may spend 
from his owr pocket; governor, $5,000;

It may not be too early for 
discussions of the next political 
conventions, more than three 
years 
before 
the 
next 
presidential election. Finding 
’76 sites may not be easy. 


Apparently Miami Beach 
doesn’t want anything to do 
with the next national political 
conventions. 
City Manager Frank Spence 
said his city “can do without 
tear 
gassin g, 
assaults 
on 
delegates 
and 
the 
in­ 
convenience to our citizens.’’ 
Miami Beach wasn’t an ideal 
site anyway, geographically or 
otherwise. 


Spence says he’s not talking 
about conventions in general, 
just the national party affairs. 
The presumption is that he’d 
w elcom e m any other con­ 
ventions as heartily as ever. 


“We would rather have the 
money makers than the money 
takers,” he said. 
This is a radical departure 
from the way cities formerly 
rushed to get in bids of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of nonin­ 
flated dollars for the privilege 
of hosting the conventions. 


That 
was 
before 
the 
disturbances and violence of 
the 
last 
few 
gatherings— 
including the two at Miami 
Beach in 1972—which Spence 
apparently expects to continue. 
Chicago 
possibly, 
is 
geographically 
the 
only 
reasonable place to hold these 


conclaves. 
It has the a c­ 
commodations and it affords 
easy access to delegates from 
all over the nation. But Chicago 
probably will be a long time 
recovering from the “ 1968“ 


incidents there. 
If Chicago should be ruled 
out—and of course it isn’t— 
what is left? Chicago has had 24 
national political conventions 
since 1856. Philadelphia is a 
long way back with seven. St. 
Louis is third with five. 
There is a proposal for a 
national convention center at 
the geographic center of the 
United States 
to 
serve the 
major parties. One immediate 
problem is agreeing on which 
geographic center would be the 
site. 
Counting the 48 contiguous 
states, the center is in Kansas. 
But if all 50 states are included, 
it is in South Dakota. Much 
more will be heard of con­ 
vention sites in the next several 
years than is usually heard so 
far in advance of the con­ 
ventions. 


Counter-Revolution 


Following events in Chile over the 
last three years, you can hardly escape 
the sense of having seen it all before. 
in Phase I, a bumbling Popular Front 
government comes to power through a 
narrow electoral victory. In Phase II, 
this government comes under intense 
pressure from radicals both in the 
government and in the streets. 
Violence spreads. Economic chaos 
deepens. Practically everyone seems 
to have a gun. In Phase III, the army 
takes over. 
The year is 1936. The country is 
Spain. In the Cortes, (parliament), the 
Popular Front government had a slim 
majority, but the election had been 
marked by violence, intimidation, 
fraud. The parties of the center and 
right actually had a larger popular 
vote. The Spanish Allende was named 
Manuel Azana, who was first premier, 
then president of the Spanish Republic. 
The Spanish I^eft made no effort to 
conceal its aims. Early in the year, 
I^argo Caballero, a leading leftist, 
announced to Madrid rally: “Our first 
duty was to bring the Republic. Our 
next duty is to establish Socialism, and 
I mean 
Marxist Socialism, 
or 
Socialism of a revolutionary kind.” ' 
Throughout the spring of 1936, 
hundreds of revolutionary agitators 
poured into Spain from aboard. Bela 
Run, and others arrived from Russia. 
On May I, I-it*a Day, well-armed 
militia from the Marxist labor unions 
and syndicate lists paraded down the 
main streets in Madrid. 
Throughout the spring of 1936, civil 
order was crumbling. Churches, 
political clubs, newspapers were 
burned or sacked. Bombs went off and 
bullets flew. Property was seized. A 
former cabinet minister was mur­ 
dered in Oviedo. A peasant’s riot in 
Yeste reuslted in many deaths. Far­ 
mers were beheaded publicly in Yecla. 
In the Cortes, an opposition member 
named Calvo Sotello rose to lead a long 
list of the outrages that were occurring 
and demanded that the 
Azana 
government do something to restore 
order. Replied Azana: “You think all 
this is dreadful; I think ifs just silly.” 
Indalecio Prieto, a Socialist leader, 
gave an accurate assessment of 
conditions: 
“Spaniards never, but 
never, witnessed anything so tragic as 
the spectacle their country now offers 
to the world. . .Its life blood is being 
drained by strife and disorder.” 
Under these circumstances, there

remained only Phase III. 
At dawn, on July 19, 1936, a Dragon 
Rapide airplane circled over the 
airport at Tetuan, (then in Spanish 
Morocco), across the straits of 
Gibraltar from Spain. It was a city of 
white walls, and in the distance the 
Mediterranean shimmered blue in the 
morning sun. Military risings were 
occurring in major Spanish cities. 
When the Dragon Rapide landed at 
Tetuan, General Francisco Franco 
stepped out to take command of the

forces that would put an end to the 
disastrous Azana government. 
This week’s Manchester Guardian, a 
liberal British journal, carries a 
headline “Democracy Shattered in 
Chile,” and the front-page article 
bleeds to the effect that “It is a tragedy 
that the armed forces have overthrown 
a democratically elected Head of 
State.” That kind of comment is 
especially easy to make if you don’t 
have to live under the conditions 
created by an Azana or an Allende. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AF) - 
The research conducted by the Skylab 
2 astronauts may provide a tre­ 
mendous payoff in expanding man’s 
knowledge of himself, his earth and his 
sun. 
No one can predict the benefits. But 
the thousands of photos and miles of 
tape could lead to an endless source of 
pollution-free energy, a catalog of the 
world’s resources and new metals and 
materials. 
The payoff will be slow in coming, 
however. 
Years may be required to evaluate 
completely the data obtained from the 
Skylab I and 2 crews and that still to 
come from Skylab 3. After the Skylab 2 
astronauts returned to earth Tuesday 
after their record 591'2-day mission, 
NASA Administrator James B. Flet­ 
cher summed up the importance of 
Skylab this way: 
“Skylab marks the transition of the 
space program 
from 
a 
period 
dominated by exploration to a period 
dominated by exploitation of the space 
around us as a global resource. 
“Space is a place, a very unique 
place and a new important resource 
that can be used for the benefit of 
people everywhere on earth ...” 
Skylab 2 brought home 77,600 pic­ 
tures of the sun snapped through six 
solar telescopes and more than 12,000 
pictures and 18 miles of computer tape 
gathered during earth resources 
surveys. 
Add to that 30,000 sun photos and 
3,000 earth photos collected by the 
Skylab I crew, and scientists declared 
it a bonanza. 
Perhaps, more important, the 


astronauts came back in apparent 
good health, proving that man can 
adapt to the weightless environment of 
space. 
The photos and sensor data will be 
studied to determine if a space science 
can be developed for locating hidden 
oil and mineral reserves; assessing 
agricultural potential, arable land and 
diseased 
and 
healthy 
crops; 
estimating timber volume; mapping 
snow cover and assessing water 
runoff; charting air and water 
pollution 
and 
their 
sources; 
forecasting weather and determining 
fishing grounds.

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Speaking Of Your Health

I have had headaches for many 
months. I worry that I may have a 
brain tumor. Can you tell me what the 
symptoms of brain tumor are9 
Miss N.K.B., Tex. 
Dear Miss B.: 
Those who have read my column for 
a long time know what my attitude is 
about giving symptoms for any 
disease. 
For every person who may benefit 
by such information I believe there are 
hundreds who would be confused and 
terrified 
that 
those 
symptoms 
resemble their own, at least in part. 
In order to emphasize this point, I 
am going to give you some of the 
symptoms of brain tumor and show 
how they can also be applied to 
problems elsewhere in the body. 
Yes, headaches can and do occur 
with some types of brain tumor. To 
complicate matters even more, some 
kinds of brain tumor exist without any 
headaches. 
Now you are already becoming more 
confused than you were. 
Headaches can also be caused by 
sinus infections, eye disturbances, 
drugs, tensions, allergies, intestinal 
upsets, changes in climate, fatigue, 
overindulgence in alcohol or tobacco, 
and dietary indiscretions. 
And this is only a partial list. You 
now can understand why I cannot 
possibly suggest that headaches 
connote brain tumor. 
I>et us take another symptom of 
brain tumor — vomiting. Vomiting can 
also be caused by motion sickness, 
upset stomach, viral infections, food 


allergy, and all of the conditions I refer 
to as causes of headache. 
It is obvious that any symptom or 
group of symptoms are of no value to 
readers who use their description as a 
means of identifying their own 
problems. 
The headaches you have been 
neglecting may well have been per­ 
petuated because of your anxiety. 
Your failure to consult a physician 
reflects your unrealistic fear that a 
brain tumor may exist. 
The chances are way in your favor 
that such a condition is not present and 
that you have been cheating yourself of 
many months of physical and 
emotional good health. 


Whenever my daughter cuts or hurts 
herself, the skin heals with a thick, 
ugly scar. 
She is the only one in the family who 
does this. Can these be removed? 
Mrs. M.R.Minn. 
Dear Mrs. R .: 
The condition you describe may be 
that of “keloid” formation. Scars that 
normally heal with a gentle, fine, flat 
line become thickened because of 
scar tissue. 
The exact cause of keloid scarring is 
not known. It may be a congenital trait 
and seems to occur more often in skin 
that is darkly pigmented. 
For simple keloids dermabrasion 
(skin planing) is sometimes used. 
When surgery is performed on 
people known to have this tendency, 
mild doses of X-ray are sometimes 
used during the healing process.

NEW YORK (AP) - The world may 
be destroyed again by flood. The world 
may be consumed to a cinder by a vast 
atomic fireball. 
But some astute students of our 
planet see a fate possibly even more 
imminent: the human race may 
simply be suffocated by increasing 
tidal waves of government forms. 
Filling out forms has within the last 
half century become perhaps the 
major nuisance of civilization. It is 
such an essential part of modern life it 
remains surprising that no college 
gives an advanced course in how to do 
it. 
You can take courses in the history 
of early Roman band instruments how 
to make pottery, or how to unlock a 
medieval chastity belt — but there is 
no course to solve one of the real 
survival problems of our times, how to 
fill out government forms. 
These forms beset us at every step 
throughout our existence. In fact, 
there are only two major events in our 
lives at which we don’t have to fill out a 
government form — birth and death. 
On these occasions the paperwork is 
done for us by grudging doctors, whose 
signatures testify on the appropriate 
documents that we are legally alive or 
legally dead. 
A smart child can also usually cozen 
relatives or family friends to sign his 
baptismal certificate, but after that he 
is pretty much on his own. Pen in hand, 
he spends the rest of his days filling out 
forms. 
You have to fill out a form to pay 
taxes. 
You have to fill out a form to open a 
business. 
You have to fill out a form to buy a 
house or a car. 
You have to fill out a form to build an 
addition to your house. 
You have to fill out another form if 
you want to burn down your barn 
legally. 
You have to fill out a form to get a 
wedding certificate. 
You have to fill out a form to get a 
divorce. 
You have to fill out a form to get a 
food stamp or a Social Security 


payment. 
You have to fill out a form to vote, 
travel to another country, get into or 
out of the armed forces, drive a car or 
keep a dog within the limits of most 
cities. 
Isn t there anything a man can do 
anymore without having to fill out a 
form first? 
Yes, a few. For example, he can rob 
a bank or steal an automobile. 
But if he gets caught, he will find his 
adventures in filling out government 
forms are only beginning.

EDITOR’S NOTE — Punishment for 
dissension in the Soviet Union varies 
from th*1 mild — such as exile — to 
harsh imprisonment. In between is 
commitment to an insane asylum. An 
AP specialist in Soviet affairs tells how 
dissidents are dealt with in this second 
of three articles.

A few towering figures still man the 
battered ramparts of human rights in 
the Soviet Union, defying the most 
sustained Kremlin offensive against 
dissent since the Stalin era. 
Andrei D. Sakharov, the noted 
nuclear physicist; 
Alexander I. 
Solzhenitsyn, the Nobel Prize author, 
and a few other eminent intellectuals 
associated with them risk the same 
sort of terrifying punishment meted 
out to many others who dare criticize 
the system. 
But perhaps because of their 
prominence, the regime opted for 
siege rather than the trial and im­ 
prisonment tactics used against so 
many others since I^eonid I. Brezhnev 
came to power as head of the Commu­ 
nist party in 1964. For a time, then, the 
battle may be limited to persistent 
official harassment. 
There are many ways open to the 
regime for dealing with inconvenient 
intellectuals in a land where history of 
repression seems constantly to repeat 
itself. 
Milder punishments include exile 
abroad; exile inside the U.S.S.R., 
restrictions on means of livelihood, 
harassment,

and 
threatening a dissenter and his family. 
But usually, the punishments are 
harsh: confinement in prison or hard- 
labor camps plus, often, forced 
treatment in prison mental hospitals.

The czars frequently got rid of 
dissidents by letting them out of 
Russia and not letting them return 
I^enin, too, used this device for ridding 
himself of “ trouble makers.”

The human 
rights advocates were stripped of their 
Soviet citizenship while the>\ were 
abroad. 
The regime 
seems to hold

axiomatic that a citizen disagreeing 
with its rule is most likely a lunatic. 
Nikita S. Khrushchev had contended 
that the major source of such dis­ 
agreement was psychotic. 
‘‘It cannot be supposed that the rules 
of community life will be safe from 
violations from mentally deranged 
persons,” noted Khrushchev in 1963, a 
year before those who ousted him 
called him “ hare-brained.” 
More than a score of “ special” 
Soviet hospitals are associated with 
police use of psychiatry. 
Solzhenitsyn in 1970 denounced what 
he called the “ obliging, perjured psy­ 
chiatrists,” adding that “ detention of 
free-thinking people in insane asylums 
is spiritual murder, a variant of the 
gas chamber and even more cruel." 
Bertram D. Wolfe of Stanford 
University, historian and expert on 
Soviet affairs, wrote last year that 
psychiatric treatment of dissidents 
involves drug-induced high fever and 
torture by such methods as binding the 
subject in wet cloths that contract 
while drying, causing immense pain. 
From a long roll of “ psychiatric” 
prisoners, a few case histories: 
—Vladimir Bukovsky, 31, writer. He 
criticized persecution of writers. In 
May 1963 he was confined in the Serb­ 
sky Institute of Forensic Psychiatry, 
then 
transferred 
to 
a 
prison 
psychiatric hospital for IS months. 
Since then he was arrested twice more, 
and underwent forced psychiatric 
treatment. Protests from abroad 
persuaded the regime to drop its at­ 
tempts to have him declared insane. 
Tried as a criminal he drew a 12-year 
sentence in prison, labor camp and 
exile. He is in frail health. 
—Pyotr Grigorenko, former army 
general, champion of rights of 
minority people. He was sent to a 
“ special” psychiatric hospital at 
Chernyakovsk, whence he managed to 
smuggle out a manuscript “ called 
“ Thoughts of a Madman.” 
“ The prison psychiatric hospital is a 
frightening place for a sane person,” 
he wrote. “ An inmate has no rights. 
Doctors do with him as they please.” 
—Andrei Amalrik, a young writer 
and civil rights champion whose “ Will 
the Soviet Union Survive until 1984?” 
infuriated the Kremlin, finished a 
three-year labor camp term May 22. 
His wife Gyusel was informed of­ 
ficially that he was rearrested that day 
on new charges and sent back for three 
more years. He now has meningitis 


and his health is declining rapidly.

-LABOR CAMPS, PRISONS: 
The "strict regime” labor camp is 
the favored punishment for dissenters. 
“Strict” sets the political prisoners 
apart from ordinary criminals. They 
are required to do unskilled labor and 
are heavily punished for infractions. 
Diet is bare subsistence, with heavy 
reliance on bread and potatoes. 
Camp officials, wrote Valentyn 
Moroz, who managed to get out a 
letter, “ do not have to observe any 
laws or regulations." 
“ This is the place where terror 
reigns supreme. Every effort is made 
to kill a man’s human feelings." 
Yuri Galanskov was sentenced to a 
camp in January 1968, for writing 
poems for the underground press and 
protesting persecution of writers. I Mist 
year he managed to get a letter 
smuggled out 
“ I ani dying,” he wrote. “ They are 
doing everything to hasten my death.” 
He underwent an operation for a 
perforated ulcer. It was performed in 
the camp infirmary by an inmate with 
no experience as a surgeon. Two 
months later, Galanskov, 33, was dead 
of peritonitis. 
Dissidents dread Vladimir Prison, a 
forbidding institution built in czarist 
times for 2,000 prisoners and far worse 
today, they say, than it was then. Al­ 
exander Ginzburg, a writer who ex­ 
perienced both Vladimir Prison and a 
strict regime camp, told about it in a 
letter smuggled out of the camp. 
“ Camps, prisons and the death of 
those near to us that is what we are 
surrounded by,” he wrote. 
“ And 
nevertheless we hope to hold out. We 
are sustained not ...by the good will of 
governments of great powers, but by 
the anger, protest and solidarity of all 
honest people who hold dear the dig­ 
nity of man.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rumors that 
up to one million bales of cotton 
scheduled for export in 1973-74 may 
wind up back in the U.S. market be­ 
cause of soaring prices are unfounded 
at 
this 
time, 
according 
to 
the 
Agriculture Department. 
But one spokesman, asking not to be 
identified, said it is possible that some 
large foreign buyers such as Japan 
may “sell back” some U.S. cotton, 
thus making more available to other 
users. 
According to the latest exports by 
exporters. Japan has purchased at 
least 1.9 million bales of U.S. cotton for 
delivery through next summer. 
According to the departm ent s 
Export Marketing Service, the most 
recent indication from Japanese 
textile users is that about 1.3 million 
bales have been purchased. That does 
not rule out additional cotton which 
may have been bought by other 
Japanese interests, perhaps on a 
speculative basis. 
The cotton export situation and its 
impact on U.S. fiber prices goes far 
beyond areas where it is grown. For 
example, if cotton prices remain high 
M ilk Price 
Spiral Seen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) - Ohio 
consumers may be paying as much as 
12 cents more a gallon for milk after 
Oct. I when dairy farmers begin 
charging more for their product. 
The Central Ohio Co-operative Milk 
Prroducers and Great I^akes-Southern 
Milk cooperatives said Tuesday the 
price of milk sold to company buyers 
will be hiked 60 cents per hun­ 
dredweight by farmers. 
A spokesman for Borden, Inc., one 
such company buyer, said, “There will 
be definitely a larger increase than 
normal in the price of milk. It probably 
will be more than consumers are 
accustomed to.” 
The Borden spokesman, however, 
declined to say what the company will 
be charging for milk after Oct. I. 
An official of the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture said retail milk prices will 
go up about 12 cents a gallon, based on 
the increase to the farmers. 
The new price will be $9.21 per 
hundredweight. The federal govern­ 
ment has set the minimum price at 
$8.08. 
Donald E. Zehr, general manager of 
the Central Ohio Co-operative, said the 
purpose of the hike is to make farmers’ 
prices more current with market de­ 
mands. Another purpose, he said, is to 
assure that milk supplies will be 
available. 
Zehr noted milk production in Ohio is 
about 7 per cent lower than last year at 
the same time. He added that the 
current price hike is an incentive to 
dairy farmers to stay in the business

CHUM VISTA, Calif. (A P) — Wilt 
Chamberlain, 
who 
changed the 
National Basketball Association rule 
book and rewTote the record book in 14 
turbulent years, has jolted the NBA 
again 
by 
jumping 
to 
the 
rival 
American Basketball Association. 
The 7-foot-l center quit the Ix>s 
Angeles leakers Wednesday and signed 
a three-year contract as player-coach 
of the San Diego Conquistadors for a 
reported 1600,000 a year. 
The leakers promptly challenged his 
status as a player and threatened legal 
action. But in uniform or out, Cham­ 
berlain, 37, is the biggest catch for the 
upstart ABA in its war with the 
established NBA. 
“ I ’ve been assured of a good, very 
long future in San Diego,” Cham­ 
berlain told a news conference. “ This 
job should be the biggest challenge of 
my life, and I hope to help San Diego 
become the world’s best basketball 
team.” 
Cub owner I^eonard Bloom said the 
ABA will repay part of Chamberlain's 
salary by forgiving some future debts. 
W ilt’s major accomplishments since 
joining the old Philadelphia Warriors 
in 1959 include career records in points 
and rebounds, plus two more marks 
that appear unapproachable a 50.4- 
point average and a 100-point game, 
both in the 1961-62 season. 
To move him away from the basket, 
the NBA widened its free-throw lane 
from 12 to 16 feet. 
He has also gone through eight 
coaches in 14 years and acquired the 
reputation of a player who had his own 
ideas about schedules and practices.

June by the Internal Revenue Service. 
I fs out to raise $20 million from all 
sou rces, including pennies from 
American school children, for “a fair 
on wheels” that Rowland believes is 
‘‘so much better an idea than cities 
fighting to be the bicentennial city.” 
‘‘We’ll take the bicentennial to the 
American people,” he says. 
Railroad buff Rowland entertains no 
doubt that the project will get on the 
track. If it does, he’ll be at the throttle 
of a steam locomotive in St. Augustine, 
Fla... on April I, 1975. 
The train will leave Am erica’s oldest 
city that day for a criss-cross, 15- 
month, 30,000-mile journey through all 
48 of the contiguous states. 
According to Rowland, the train will 
be a museum presenting the country’s 
history “good and bad” since the Dec­ 
laration of Independence on July 4, 
1776. It will utilize exhibits, slide 
m ovies, music and “all the latest 
theatrical techniques.

Robert Wingerter of the 
IJbbey- 
Owens-Ford Glass Co. says the firm 
“ got caught in a paperwork bind and 
made an error” when »t exported 
bulletproof windows to Portugal with­ 
out State Department approval. 


Wingerter said he thought the 
matter had been settled a year ago and 
expressed surprise at a Kbeount in­ 
dictment returned against the com­ 
pany Wednesday by a federal grand 
jury here. 


The indictment accused the com­ 
pany of making false statements in 
order to circumvent government 
regulations 
requiring 
a 
State 
Department license to export certain 
munitions. 


The firm allegedly told the govern­ 
ment it was sending laminated safety 
glass to Portugal when actually it 
shipped “ direct view vision blocks” in 
the spring and summer of 1970. 
The blocks were described by the 
Justice Department as steel-encased 
bulletproof glass used as windows on 
armored vehicles. 
The glass was described in the in­ 
dictment as “ arms and implements of 
war.” Volume exported to Portugal 
was not specified. 
Frank Justen, assistant U. S. at­ 
torney here, said the five shipments 
covered in the indictment were valued 
at $100,000. 
He said the only use for the blocks is 
in armored vehicles and tanks. And 
only two customers, the U. S. Army 
and a Detroit, Mich., firm, make the 
vehicles, he said. 
Wingerter said the firm had believed 
the shipment was approved.

Harvard professor Jean 
Mayer says this erroneous 
picture comes when figuring 
exercise as one unbearably 
long ordeal, walking ll and 
one sixth hours to lose a 
pound or swimming five and 
a half hours to lose a pound. 
In a new Blue Cross booklet, 
“Food and Fitness,” Mayer 
says weight 
loss occurs 
whether activity is performed 
in a few hours or in a year. 
Mayer says that bicycling 
steadily for seven and a half 
hours might totally exhaust 
an average man, but vigorous 
bicycling for half an hour 
after dinner each evening 
would add up to the desired 
seven and a half hours in just 
two weeks. In a year, this 
routine would enable you to 
shed 26 pounds of body fat. 
lf this regimen is too much

Kovel, 
another contributor, 
has

suggestions 
to 
help 
office workers improve fit­ 
ness, relieve tension and 
achieve relaxation. 
Lovell suggests raising legs 
parallel with the floor while 
sitting. Alternate curling feet 
back toward the upper torso 
and pointing toes away from 
the body. Stretch legs as far 
as possible when curling. 
—When the telephone rings, 
pull in abdomen and continue 
normal breathing while you 
speak. 
—When talking on the 
telephone or reading, put feet 
on the desk. This will aid 
circulation by redistributing 
blood that tends to pool in the 
legs and feet after prolonged 
sitting. 
—Rotate shoulders back­ 
ward in a circular, shrugging 
motion. This will stretch the 
muscles of the chest that tend

Kruskal reported there was a 
lot of interest in it and he 
discussed it with colleagues 
from a number of countries. 
“I think that many people 
have fears about the future, 
especially with increasing 
computerization,”

“science-fiction, ‘1984-kind of 
fantasies,” referring to the 
book ” 1984” by George Or­ 
well which described a future 
“Big Brother” government 
that spies on its people 
through 
technological 
devices. 


Kruskal conceded that the 
concern was not compeltely 
unrealistic, he said; 
“ In 
the 
old-fashioned 
statistics, where information 
was kept in file folders in 
various offices, it would have 
been a very difficult and 
expensive job to accumulate 
a dossier on a single person. 
“Now in principle, if you 
have computerization, 
you 
could 
do 
what 
we 
call 
rnatchinf or linkage’ and put 
together various pieces of 
information about the same 
person.” 


Kruskal 
stressed 
that 
despite all that, he thought it 
impossible that any future 
“Big Brother” government 
could use statistics to invade 
the privacy of individuals. 
“Statisticians working with 
that kind of data would refuse 
to cooperate, they understand 
the civil liberty aspects of the 
problem,” he said. 
Futhermore, in 
virtually 
every Western country of the 
world, there are studies and 
recommendation to protect 
the privacy of the people and 
confidentiality of the in­ 
formation 
of 
statistical 
surveys. 


In the United States, for 
instance, Kruskal said, there 
was the recommendation that 
if someone is asked a question 
as part of a survey and is 
promised confidentiality, the 
data he provides should not 
be used for any other purpose 
than he agreed to. 
Another 
recommendation 
was that a citizen should be 
entitled to see what is on the 
record himself, and correct 
it, or at least be able to object 
to it, if he disagrees. 
Kruskal 
said 
the

derstandable concern over an 
invasion of privacy should not 
‘ obscure he benefits that can 
be derived from statistical 
surveys.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
has approved a compromise $9.9 
billion appropriation bill to finance 
farm, food stamp, school milk, con­ 
sumer and environment protection 
programs. 
The measure, sent to the Senate for 
final action on a 348-24 vote Tuesday, is 
$408 million above the Nixon adminis­ 
tration’s request. 
Over-all, the bill, covering the year 
that began July I, is $2.8 billion under 
the previous year’s level. 
The legislation appropriates $97 
million to continue the special school 
milk program and $2.5 billion for food 
stamps under liberalized eligibility 
provisions of the new four-year farm 
law. 
It also provides funds for rural 
development programs and 
$553.5 
million for food-for-peace programs 
abroad. 
Tt was not immediately clear what 
effect the milk money would have on 
schools that have cut back on milk pro­ 
grams because of rising costs. 
The legislation provides for a 
Farmers Home Administration and 
Housing and Urban Development 
water and sewer grant programs 
funding, $150 million for FHA and $400 
million for HUD, most of it in reappro­ 
priated frozen 
funds. 
About $175 
million is earmarked for farm con­ 
servation.

May Reach Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
citizens’ group seeking to repeal a law 
that 
granted 
pay 
increases 
to 
legislators and state officials will 
“have to hurry” to get the issue on a 
state ballot, Secretary of State Ted VV 
Brown says. 
Brown referred Wednesday to the 
efforts of Mrs. Mary Jane Ix)gue and 
four other Elyria citizens who need to 
collect 191,048 signatures in 44 counties 
by Nov. 15 — the day before the law 
becomes effective. 
If successful, voters would be asked 
to decide in the May 1974 primary 
whether pay increases for state of­ 
ficials, 
including 
the 
governor, 
senators and house members, and 
judges throughout the state, will be 
allowed. 
Mrs. IiOgue had a blunt observation 
about the increases. “They just aren’t 
worth it,” she said, adding that 
legislators already earn more in “part 
time” jobs than most Ohioans do full 
time. 
Other Elyrians in the organization 
that calls itself “ Repeal Increased 
Pay” (RIP) includes Charles C. Petro, 
Lois Warrener, Judy L. Howard and 
Duard Caley. 
The pay raise bill that passed at this 
year’s legislative session boosted the 
pay of House members and senators 
from $14,000 to $17,500 a year. They 
had been increased from $12,750 to 
$14,000 earlier this year. 
However, their raise — like those of 


the governor, lieutenant governor, 
treasurer, auditor, attorney general, 
and secretary of state — would not 
take effect until after the incumbents’ 
present terms expire in January 1975. 
The legislature 
increased the 
governor from $40,000 to $50,000, the 
lieutenant governor from $27,000 to 
$30,000 and the other four state of­ 
ficials from $25,000 to $38,000 a year. 
In addition, the bill provided in­ 
creases of $8,000 to $10,000 for judges of 
the Ohio Supreme Court and boosts in 
varying amounts for other judges 
throughout the state. Judges — with 
the exception of municipal judges — 
are permitted by a 1968 constitutional 
amendment to receive pay increases 
during their terms. 


M ilk Price 
Rise Data 
Disputed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Industry 
and state officials denied Wednesday a 
report that the price of milk is about to 
go up 12 cents a gallon. 
Dr Harry Goldstein, Ohio’s chief 
veterinarian, and a spokesman for 
Borden, Inc., said the price will be 
increased by about six cents a gallon 
after Oct. I. 
An Ohio Department of Agriculture 
official had predicted Tuesday that 
milk prices would be hiked by 12 cents 
a gallon as a result of a price increase 
by dairy farmers. 
The Borden spokesman said the 
company cannot raise its price to the 
stores by more than six cents a gallon 
under Phase IV controls. 
The only way consumers could pay 
more than six cents, he said, would be 
if the U.S. Cost of Living Council 
changed its guidelines or if the 
retailers add a few cents to the price. 
Goldstein also said the increase 
would not be more than six cents a 
gallon or two cents a quart. 
Dairy farmers will ask $9.21 per 
hundredweight of milk, a 60-cent jump, 
starting Oct. I.
